AMERICANS CONFIRM STORY OF 


ARREST AS SPIES IN GERMANY 


JJOXDOX, Ang. 24.—Archer M. Huntington, president of the Ameri- 


can Geographical Society, and Mrs. Huntington. who arrived to London 
from the continent today, confirmed the story'of their arrest as Russian 
spies In Germany. 


They left Carlsbad two hours before the receipt of the news of the 
declaration of war with Russia, traveling by motor car to Xuremburg. 
"When they reached Kuremburg they were arrested and taken to the 
police station, where they were detained from 8 o'clock in the morning 
until 2 o'clock in the afternoon. Both Mr. and Mrs. Huntinston were 
obliged to remove their clothes, which were searched. Their papers 
also were ransacked and their car, which was of French make, was 
commandeered. The Huntinstor»? were then set at liberty and allowed 
to remain in Nuremberg under police surveillance. -later their French 
chauffeur and their valet, an Englishman, were made prisoners of war. 


The Huntlngtons remained in Nuremberg- until August 18, when 


they took a special train to Amsterdam. From Amsterdam the journey 
to Iiondon was completed without further trouble. 


"So far as I could see," Mr. Huntington Raid today, "all Germany is 


enthusiastic over the war. The people wanted it and they had no doubt 
whatever of its immediate success.

"We, Dy the grace of Heaven, Emperor of Japan, seated on the throne 


occupied by the same Dynasty from time immemorial, do hereby make 
the following proclamation to onr royal and brave subjects: 


We hereby declare- war against Germany and we commend our army 


and navy to carry on hostilities against that empire with their strength, 
and we also command all onr competent authorities to make every 
effort, in pursuance of their respective duties, to obtain tl*e national aim 
by ail means within the limits of the law of nations.
